Tba right of Uboriac man to combine for 
tbair oomiooo banoflt win bo ooaoadad, aad 
all audi lawfol ■o—MnaWoiM wlU rooolTO tho 
bUaringaot tbocboroh. Bat Oallulta will 
ba forbiddpu to take part in boycotta or 
other infrini^emente of the ri(;ht« of citizen*, 
and they will be forbidden to join any or- 
ganization which practices intimidation, 
whether of a violent or other charm-ter. No 
Catholic win bo permitt<>d t<^) l>ec()tna a mem- 
ber of any onlor which liimlH its inemben to 
aecrecy or blind obedience to the dictate* of 
leaders. Secret paaswordu may be permit- 
ted, but a Catholic inunt have no tecret 
which cannot be reicued by the confessional 
if neoeaiary. It will also be proiKMed that a 
cloaer relation be brought about between 
Catholic members of labor organizations 
and the Cat holic clergy. 

The object of this iii to prevent Catholic 
laboring men from drifting otT from the 
church on account of their association with 
Protestants, and to keep them from adopting 
theories which are antagonistic to the 
church's dogmas. The necessity of this 
course has been demonstrated of late by the 
number of Catholics who have, innocently 
perhaps, taken up ideas which the church 
frowns u)H)n, and will probably condemn 
outright in tlie no«r future. It will not be 
propofied, howovor, to make the clergy med- 
dlers in labor alTaira. They will be merely 
instructed to bo vigilant, invite confidence 
and counsel members of tlirir Hock who be- 
long to trades unions. 

Prom the source mentioned above it was 
also learned that Cardinal Oibboiis' position 
in the McOlynn case is simply this: He 
likes Dr. McGlynn personally ami does nut 
condemn him for atlvocatinn general proj)- 
arty in land, for that do<'tnne has not yet 
been pronounnvl heretical by the pope 
speaking ex-ratht'dra : Imt he does blame Dr. 
McGlynn for ruliellion against his e<vlo8ias- 
tical superior and dabbling in politic to an 
extent unlxH'oming his priestly character. 

It is probable that the council of archbish- 
ops will be held in Hnltimore early in the 
summer. It wc-iiis that at pres^-nt a large 
majority of the prelates are inclinu<i to lo<.)k 
with favor on labor organisations now ex- 
isting, but a few are violently opposed to 
them. Among these is the venerable Arch- 
bishop Fenwick, of Bt. Louis, the oldest 
prelate in the hierachy. He has pronounced 
tha Knightd of Labor an unlawful body, and 
baa denounced their methods an l>arbarous. 
However, since must of the bLsho[M do not 
bold Fenwick's views, it is almost certain 
tbo oouncU will adopt tha mild m aa s uras 
aboTO.

Mrs. Hermann, not ix>ntent with such an 
arrangement, wanted to bare the youngest 
child, a little gir*, nineteen months old, bap- 
tised in the Oicholic faith.

' in ITew England. In her trunks when she 
j itarted were bar jawabry and 9^,UilO in gold- 
' bearing oottoB boada She had been assured 
that this p r tuw r ty wae aoloootrabaadof 
war, aad that M toa waa leavtog tha sooth 
parmaasatly iha ooold saMy take It with 
her. 

I Under a flag of trnoo provided by Oen. 
Banks, then cuinmading the department of 
the gulf, -Mrs. Darlhig had reached Mobile 
I on her way to Massachusetts, via New 
I Orleans, wlipn she was stricken with ma- 
larial fev.-r. Kecovoring she proceeded upon 
her journey. L'ptm arriving at New Orleans 
the flag of truce officer left her on Isiard tho 
veesel, ami, inking her passport, went to re- 
port tlicir arrival at hea<lquartei-s. ^^^lile 
that citlccr was absent a sergeant fiom the 
office of the jjrovost marshal general came 
on board, ariested Mrs. Darling and . 'zed 
her baggage. Khe was placed in prison, 
from which she Anally escAped, but would 
Dot or couid not leave the city without the 
trunto ooetaiatag tor beadi aad personal 
jewels. 

Later on she rucc<vx1c<1 in getting posses- 
sion of her trunk, but found a casket which 
held her bonds and jewelry missing. 8he 
was ordere*! to leave New Orleans for Now 
York City, which, afu-r a stormy and dis- 
astrous Voyage, she reached. A few weeks 
tfterward she went to Washington and ob- 
tained an audienc!* with President Lincoln, 
who direi'tod her to rediice !icr st, ry to 
writing, an<i he would -Jee that h^r wrong 
was riglitivi. Hut he was aasassriafc 1 be- 
fore any decisive results had litcii at- 
tained. Mrs. Darling then institut - 1 her 
rlaim against the government and ha^ pros- 
pcuuxi it with iMroto psnMsnoy over 
lince. 

In IbX'i the house judiciary ciiinMiitt"e sent 
the claim to the court of claims, whicli now 
ilecidas in her favor. During the twenty- 
two years in wliich the case hus been land- 
ing in congress and the court of claims, four 
eminent lawyers who e«|>ous©d her claim 
with unusual iiit.t'r^'at havo die 1. R. J. Wal- 
ker, K. P. Norton, a former solicitor of the 
court of claims: .Iiidge Jere S. Block and the 
late Judge Cop|«ey, wiio die<l a few days be- 
fore the decisHoii was rendere<l on the 3()th 
ult. John Paul Jones will close the case for 
Mrs. Darling, who has never doubted that a 
favorable result would in tim e be reached.

THE COLOR L INE. 

Dnatardlj Outrages Perpetrated ITpon 
Colored Citizens in K«ntu<-i<y. 

Cincinnati, June 8. — The Evening Post's 
ipecial from Nicholasville, Ky., says: Tbe 
grooery of George Mason, colored, was blown 
to atoms at :i o'clock this morning by a dy- 
namite bomb. Mason and his family lived 
in the upper part of the building, but mi. ao- 
ulously escaped unhurt. A long existing 
enmity between the suspected persons and 
Maaon and other colored oitizeus is under- 
stood to be the cause of the outrage. On the 
1st of May la.st au attempt was made to 
blow up the city buildings with dynamite, 
and tbe fires which devastated this city last 
winter were of incendiary origin. 

There is now no longer the shadow of a 
doubt tliat all these outrages were inspired 
by the unreasonable and deadly hate of cer- 
tain persons toward tbe colored citisens. 
Hitherto no direct attacks were made on 
negroes, although tbey have repeatedly been 
warned to leave, Mason in parUculor having 
been threateneil with death. Mason, tbe 
victim of last night's outrage, is a highly re- 
spected citisen, if ilia sUn is dark, and the 
people are greatly stirred up over the occur- 
rence.

He was 
ooassloos o< the weakness and trisd to rsstore 
his leooUeettons by hnUngoot of the wtaidow 
to asoertafai where he was. After a Uttle rest, 
BMOiary gradually rstamad. An actor ones 
psrforming in a play wUeh had had a long 
tmi all at once forgot eothrely the spesdt he 
waa to maka When he got beUnd the sososs, 
hasaid: "How eoaM I be expeotsd torsmsok- 
ber it forevert Have I not repeated it eveiy 
night for the last ttdrty nlgbtsr Oaoaa 
occasion a gentleman bad to turn to Us com- 
panion, when abovtto Isavo Ua name at a 
door where they bad^oaUsd, te ask him what 
it was, so comi>letely and soddsnly had aU 
memory of it left Um. 

After severe illness and aftsr enduring 
hardships loss ot memory la not onusnaL 
Tbucydides rclatea that some who rseovere d 
from the plague at Athens lost their msmoty 
8o completely that no frisnd or relation and 
nothing connected with tiirtr penonal identity 
was remembered. Mental sbooks frequently 
Interrupt, or in some cases utterly pat an and 
to that exercise which the union of body and 
mind produces. A fall, a sudden Uow, may 
suddenly obliterate all raooUcoUon. 

By a fall from his horse, a gsntlSBian who 
was an excellent scholar reoslvsd an Injury 
on his head. He recovered, but Us learaing 
bad vanished, and be bad actoally to com- 
mence bis education by starting at tha flrrt 
step and h-arning bis alphabet Another 
Bcholar, meeting with a slnillar accident, loat 
uone'of his ariiuirementu but bia Oreek, and 
that was gone entirely. There is on record 
the m-count of an accident which befell Dr.

For a 
long tuo0 his life was despaired of. Ha 
raoovsred, but Us mind waa impaired. His 
msmoryrstafaMd nothing but the idea of Us 
agvreeaUng maniacs.
